The Road Tax- 

The Government carried through a 
Bill giving the Executive power to ox- 
tend the Road Tux over the Mainland. 
It may ho remembered with what eager 
hasto they exerted that power to the 
full, enforcing this unequal and ob- 
noxious tax in every part of the coun- 
try, and tbat, too, at a time and under 
circumstances when the peoplo upon 
whom it fell were tho least able to boar 
it. To treat events in tho strict order 
of chronological sequence may not be 
most convenient. We, therefore, re- 
fer the reader to a public meeting hold 
at Chilliwhaek, on Saturday last, for 
tho purposo of concerted action in re- 
sisting the payment of this obnoxious 
and oppressive tax. A brief and 
seemingly imperfect account of tho pro- 
ceedings at that meeting appeared in 
ourissuo ofjye&torday, having been copi- 
ed from tho Government published or- 
ganic n'tho banks of tho Eraser. Enough 
however, was givon to bIiow that the 
peopjo in that important District have 
become thoroughly aroused. Tho or- 
gan aforesaid admits that "all are con- 
vinced that it (tho tax) is exorbitant 
and does not apply to all equally in 
proportion to their property;" hut it 
adds : — 

"Tho people themselves are a groat 
deal to blame, for they have never 
raised their voice against the tax when 
tho Legislature was in session, which 
was tho proper time. Had any peti- 
tion been presented during last ses- 
sion, the tax would undoubtedly have 
been repealed or reduced, when 
somo of the members introduced meas- 
ures to that effect." 

This is strange doctrine, as wo shall 
presently show: During last session 
every conceivable effort was put for- 
ward by the Opposition to remove or 
ameliorate the evil. First they tried 
to abolish tho tax altogether. Next 
they tried to reduce it to a uniform 
poll tax, relieving the farms of set- 
tlers from its operations. Failing that, 
they attempted to change it from a 
specific to an "advalorem" jbax so that 
it might fall more lightly upon the 
poor, struggling settler in. tho interior. 
But in each and every attempt they 
were defeated. They were met at every 
step by the fivo Ministers and their 
well-disciplined and most obedient 
"Silent Brigade," and every attempt 
to relievo the settlers either in 
whole or in part from this vex- 
atious and unjust impost was 
either voted down or ruled out on 
some constitutional quibble. But wo 
are now told by a hireling press of 
this apology for a Government that 
tho people had themselves to blame 
for not having petitioned the Legisla- 
ture while in session. Now, it occurs 
to us to ask what the people choose 
representatives in Parliament for if it 
be not tojknow their will and do it? 
The members are presumed to bring 
to the work of each session a know- 
lodge of tho wishes and wants of their 
constituents, and to make these tho 
guide and object of their action in the 
House. And this is called "govern- 
ing in accordance with the well-under- 
stood wishes of the people." But if 
tho wishes of the pooplo ore only to bo 
made known in the House by means of 
direct petition to it, the question arisos 
whether these petitions might not be 
directed to tho Executive and the 
country relieved of a so-called rcprj- 
sentative Parliament which would be 
no longer needed. It is both consti- 
tutional and proper, we admit, to pe- 
tition Parliament; and it is sometimes 
highly desirable to do so. But, as a 
rule, the people are presumed to bo 
heard in Parliament through their 
chosen representatives; and when a 
member advocates or opposes any par- 
ticular measure or'thiug ho must be 
assumed to be in accord with tho well- 
understood wishes of those whoso 
chosen representative he is, — unless, 
indeed, aa sometimes happens, they 
take occasion to dissent therefrom. 
For the sake of convenience let us take 
tho case of tho District in which tho 
meeting adverted to was ghold la8t 
■week—of all the Districts in the Pro- 
vince, the last^ono from which com- 
plaint about tho Road Tax was to 
hivvo been expected. That District 
(that is town and settlements together) 
is privileged to send three represen- 
tatives to Parliament. A reference to 
tho official records of tho House will 
show that all three voted against every 
attempt which was made with a view- 
to affording ^tho settlers relief. Did 
those three representatives, or either 
of thorn, know tho views of their con- 
stituents in reference to this tax? If 
thoy did not,thoy ought to have known. 
It they did, thoy preferred continuing 



to give a slavish support to tho Gov- 
ernment to promoting the interests 
and carrying out tho wishes of their 
constituents. Lot them choose upon 
which horn thoy shall be impaled. But 
it would be worse than affectation for 
the Government or the House to 
plead ignorance of the fact that this 
tax had proved eminently ob- 
noxious to tho great body of 
the pooplo. That fact had forced it- 
self upon tho public mind in a thou- 
sand ways, and no public man could 
plead ignorance of it. The members^of 
tho Opposition did not fail to remind 
tho Houso of tho fact; and yet, in the 
faco of it all, a slavish and for the 
most part silent majority, by mute vote 
and by Parliamentary chicane, defeat- 
ed every attempt to reserve or to light- 
en a public burden which;is admitted 
even by tho Now Westminster "Her- 
ald" to be exorbitant and unequal, 
and therefore, unjust and injurious. 
And now tho peoplo, when they com- 
plain, aro coolly told that it is then- 
own fault, that had they petitioned the 
tax would doubtless have been repeal- 
ed ! Tho proposition is certainly not 
very complimentary to tho members 
who voted and trickod to ko-vo tho bur- 
den kept on, any more than it is con- 
sistent with tho generally received no- 
tions of a representative form of Ad- 
ministration. It will bo interesting 
to seo how far the recalcitrant dwel- 
lers in tho valloy of tho Lower Fraser 
will accept tho importinont dictum and 
heartless taunt of tho Government or- 
gans for tho support of which thoy 
aro made to pay "through tho nose." 
The Government want petitions, do 
thoy ? Thoy may get their fill of pe- 
titions before longl

Wednesday, Aug. 2G. 

THE LAND JOB. 

Tho first clause, making it lawful for 
the Mayor and Council to acquiro, for 
city purposos, lota No. 1219 anil 1250 at a 
sum not exceeding 4?5, 000, was read. 

Conn. Hayward suggested that the By- 
law should state that tho money should 
bo paid by yearly instalments of §1,500 
each until tho lots woro paid for. 

The Chairman said that tho By-law was 
drawn up by tho City Barriatoraud ought 
to bo right. 

Tho Mayor and Conn. Drummond said 
that tho payments would only bo inado in 
accordanoa with tho agreement, and thero 
was no necessity for an altoratiou of the 
By-law. 

Coun. Morton was afraid somo of tho 
Councillors jumped at conclusions. Bo- 
cuuso Conn. Hayward had opposod tho 
purchase, why should ho bo debarred 
from introducing a safe-guard into tho 
By-law. Ho wished to record the princi- 
ple on which the lots woro bought as a 
protection to other Councils. Tho fact 
that tho paymonts woro extended over 2 
or 3 yoars was one reason urgod in favor 
of tho purchase. If wo are not compe- 
tent to altor a By-law wo aro a set of 
stupids. 

Conn. Mitchell said that tho By-law for 
the purchase of the Pound lots contained 
no such provision. 

Conn. Hayward could not reconcile 
this opposition with anything like a do- 
sire to do the "correct thing" with regard 
to tho purchase. 

Conn. Drutuniond — Cut it short. 

Conn. Hayward— I will not, and in your 
own words, sir, I stamp your opposition 
to this amendment as a juggle. The Coun- 
cil means to pay this sum in tho current 
year. Ho road from the Act to show that 
tho Council had no powor and said that 
they woro deceiving tho ratepayers. 

Conn. Drummond — Wo aro not. 

Conn. Taylor to Drummond— "Why 
don't you shut up ? 

Coun. Hayward continuod to say that 
the mouoy would bo paid out of tho cur- 
rent rovenuo, ft'hich was about exhausted, 
and stroetwoi'k would have to stop. 

The Mayor said it was not the intention 
oi the Council to pay moro than SI, 500 
this year, or to travel outside of the con- 
ditions of purchaso. Wo had ought to 
try and got through this By-law to-night. 

Coun. Morton said that it was distinct- 
ly stated that the bargain would bo kept 
open only till Thursday last, and. wo wero 
told that S500 more was offered for the 
lots. Now we lind that the bargain had 
not been consummated, aud yet the agent 
Lad not sold tho lots to anyone else for 
$500 moro. 

Coun. Hayward said that tho City Bar- 
rister was nut informed as to the terms of 
the purchase. 

Conn. Morton moved an amendment to 
the first clause, "according to the terms 
of tho agreement entered into and which 
appears in tho minutes of tho Council.' 

Coun. Hayward soconded. 

The amendment was lost— Hay ward 
and Morton in tho affirmative. 

Coun. Hay ward's amendment for yearly 
instalments mot with tho samo fato. 

Tho original clauso was passed — Hay- 
ward and Morton in tho afllrmativo. 

Tho 2nd clauso was then put in a hur- 
ried manner by tho Chairman, just as 
Coun. Morton rose to put an amendment. 

Coun. Morton— All right. Youhavo tho 
power-go ahead. 

Coun. Hayward— Snap judgment. 

Coun. Drummond — No such thing. You 
talk a lot of bosh. 

Coun. Morton— That depends whoro it 
comes from. 

Tho By-law was then reported com- 
ploto. 

Coun. Morton movod that tho By-law 
be read a second time this day six months 

Coun. Hayward seconded and severely 
condemned Com;. Drummond for rude- 
ness and incivility, and tho majority for 
indecent haste. 

Coun. Morton said that whon tho gravel 
pits wero purchased the assessed value of 
tho land was taken at its true value. It 
might bo said that the Assossor had un- 
dervalued those new lots in setting them 
down as worth $2900, but how was it that 
thero was no appeal from surrounding 
propertyholdors V lie condemned the ac- 
tion of the Committeo In not soeking a 
contral location, and pointed out cornor 
lots on Douglas streot in tho immodiato 
vicinity of tho purchased lots that woro 
offered at one-fourth tho prico paid for 
thoso. On Viow street full lots could bo 
had for S350. Ho asked that tenders bo 
roquosted, and believed that many largo 
proporty-holdors would bo willing to soil 
to the city lots romarkably cheap to im- 
prove their surrounding property. He 
called on tho Assossor to explain how 
these lots wero assessod at §2000 and sold 
forSSOOO. 

Tho Assossor explained that hobelioved 
that to bo tho assessed value of the pro- 
perty, which was always lixed below tho 
market valuo. 

Coun. Morton said that tho "excessive 
cheapness" of tho lots was urgod as a rea- 
Bon why they should bo bought. 

Coun. Taylor said that Mr. Williams, 
wbo owned lots ou tho opposite corner, 
wanted $'MU0 for ono. 

Tho amendment was lost, Conns. Hay- 
ward and Morton in tho affirmative. 

Coun. Hayward moved that tho Financo 
Gommitteo bo instructed not to pay this 
year on account of tho lots a larger sum 
than § 1,500, and that this resolution be 
not rescinded except by a unanimous vote 
of tho Council. 

Coun. Mitchell seconded. 

Coun. Drummond looked upon tho mo- 
tion as uu insult. Ho stood thero as a gen- 
tleman and would not put up with BUOh 
i insinuations. Ho could seo tho insinuat- 
ing insult. 

Coun. Mitchell saw nothing in tho re- 
solution to oxcito tho iro of Coun. Druui- 
mond. 



Coun. Hayward said that Coun. Drum- 
mond was laboring under excitement or 
somothing elso. Ho disclaimed any in- 
tention of insulting any ouo, but ho want- 
ed to soo tho tonus sot down. 

Conn. Taylor hoped tho aniondmont 
would not pass. 

Tho Mayor said ho was opposed to it, as 
he had already stated that he would not 
sign a ohock for a larger amount than 
§1,500, and it was an insinuation against 
him. 

Coun. Morton — Do not the best 
friends demand to have ovory ngreomont 
iu black and whito ? What is your word 
worth in tho faco of written documents? 
An insinuation on your honesty! What is 
any man's word worth in business ? 

Coun. Hayward indignantly repelled 
the insinuation of tho Mayor. Ho intend- 
ed no insult; and ho challenged tho May- 
or to show any agreement with respect to 
tho payment of thoso lots. Ho ridiculod 
tho position taken by tho Mayor. 

Tho amendment was lost and tho Coun- 
cil adjournod. 

Nanaimo- 

[Froin tho Free PreiB.] 

Tho Nanaimo Free Press gives a lengthy 
account of an affray which took placj on 
the 19th on board a sloop lying off Gali- 
aino Islund. Constable Stewart went out 
and arrestod the parties, who wero exa- 
mined beforo Capt. Ferguson. The result 
of the examination, -which lasted two days 
was as follows: 

Messrs. Chilson, Waterman and Willi- 
ams wero committed for trial. Bail for 
Chilson and Waterman was set at §1,000 
each, as follows: their own recognizances 
$500, and two sureties of §250 each. Thr 
bail for Williams was set at §1500. Bail 
was procured and tho party returned to 
tho wreck last evening. 

In ordor to meet tho demand and facil- 
itate shipping at the Wellington col- 
liery, Messrs, Dunsmuir & Co. are ex- 
tending their wharf frontage ono hundred 
per cent. 

Wo aro informed that tho necossary 
arms, accoutrements, etc., for tho Nanai- 
mo Militia will arrive by tho next trip of 
tho Maude. A Drill Instructor is expect- 
ed early next mouth.

The buoys in Nanaimo harbour, which 
havo been lately overhauled by Mr. Fin- 
ney, woro inspected and found to bo in 
good ordor and repair. 

Sodden Death at Nanaimo. — Mr, 
Thomas Smith, formerly of Switzor's boot 
and shoo factory, and of tho Boomerang 
in this city, died vory suddenly at Nanai- 
mo from tho effects of an ovordoso of 
laudanum takou^as is supposed, iu mis- 
take on Tuesday ovoning. Mr. Smith 
had been subject to sovcro pain at inter- 
vals ever since receiving a sun-stroke 
whilst in Australia, somo years ago, and 
to noutralizo the pain aud produce sloop 
he had been aocustoniod to take laudanum 
in small quantities. On Tuesday evening 
ho camo homo and complained to his wife 
of great pain iu the region of tho heart. 
He lay down for a few minutes, and thou 
got up and proceeding to a sholf where 
the medicines wore kept put a vial con- 
taining laudanum to his lips aud swal- 
lowed^ its ^contents — noarly an ounco. 
Ho shortly after becamo insensible and 
Dr. Jones was sent for, but all efforts to 
urouso tho doomed man failed and ho ex- 
pired in a few hours. Mr. Smith, who 
was agad about -15 years, and was a nativo 
of England, was greatly liked by his 
friends and acquaintances, by whom ho 
was noted for his correct business habits 
and strict probity. He leaves a wifo to 
mourn his loss. Mr. Ferguson, J. P., in 
tho absence of Judge Spalding, sum- 
moned a jury and after taking all the evi- 
dence available allowed the remains to bo 
interred. Upon tho return of Mr. Spal- 
ding the inquest will bo held.

Tho British bark Achievement, from 
Astoria to Liverpool, put into this port 
this afternoon in distress. On the 25th of 
J uly she encountered a gulo which carried 
away part of her spars, and disabled the 
vessel. Throe of tho crow, Joseph Uughos, 
Manuel Joseph and John Bean — were 
washed overboard and drowned during 
tho gnlo. Sho will bo repaired horo before 
going to sea again. 



The Progress of Manitoba. 

Tho Canadian Northwest was for- 
tunately obtained by the Dominion in 
1SGD, aud soon afforded an opportu- 
nity for trying its hand at Province 
making. Ever since tho transfer from 
the Hudson's Bay Company thero has 
" eon a stream of emigration sotting 
thither — homo as well. Several thou- 
sands of immigrants havo gone over 
the difficult and expensive route infor- 
mer yoars, but this year ha,s boen 
something like a "rush" westward. 
Tho Dawson routo during tho first 
fortnight .of its opening this season 
had a thousand travellers over it; hun- 
dreds havo gone in by tho American 
routo through Minnesota; a colony of 
Americans, tired of tho financial bur- 
dens of their own Government, have 
settled up two townships just across 
tho line, and our telegraphic despat- 
ches yesterday contained tho arrival of 
several hundreds of German Monnoni- 
ties en-route to Manitoba — tho first in- 
stalment of some forty thousand, who 
are compelled to find homos in the 
west. Tho principal resources of the 
country must be its agriculture. Tho 
soil is of the most fertilo description; 
the prairie is speedily got under culti- 
vation; and tho poor man of to-day 
may in five years be comfortable. Hun- 
dreds of farmers who entered the pro- 
inoe poor two years ago will this year 
n-oduce 500 and 1 ,000 bushels of grain 
and tho market made by home con- 
sumption, immigration, and the west- 
ward trade will for years bo unsuppli- 
ed by local produce. Tho trade 
f the country has increased with great 
rapidity; a lino of live steamers carries 
frieght and passengers down Red Riv- 
er from tho American Railways to "Win- 
nipeg; several steamors ply on tho in- 
land waters of the country; and the 
Pembina Branch Railway is promised 
within a year. The capital of tho Pro- 
vince, "Winnipeg or Fort Garry, which 
three years was a hamlet of some 500 
people, is to-day an incorporated city 
with, it is said, 4,000 inhabitants, un- 
ler its mayor aud aldermen. There 
u'o in the place 3 saw mills, 2 planing 
factories, a foundry, several wholesale 
hous<?9, 2 banks, some 30 or 40 stores, 
5 newspapors— and one of them a 
daily. The city is spending a largo 
sum on streets, protection from fire, 
public safety and water supply, and 
is provided with numerous hotels 
whice arc fair in character. The build- 
ings are chiefly wooden, though excel- 
lent brick is now made, and some 
handsome buildings of four stories al- 
ready present themselves. Itseoms as 
if this Northwestern city had risen by 
magic. We are glad to hear that 
churches and schools arc being rapid- 
ly provided for in all parts of tho coun- 
try. There are some 30 or 40 churches 
erected in Manitoba; Church of Eng- 
land, 13; Presbyterians 10; Roman 
Catholics 8; AYesleyans, 5. About one- 
third of these have been built since 
■•the transfer." The province has al- 
so organized a school system, with 
some 30 or 40'sehools under it. These 
are gradually working up, though tho 
tendency of tho peoplo to scatter on 
the high prairies checks rapid advance- 
ment in school matters. 

"Wo have tho pleasure of a visit from 
tho Principal of Manitoba College, an 
institution under Presbyterian auspi- 
ces. Wo are glad to hear of the good 
work being done, and wo trust that 
those whom he may visit will on tho 
principle that "extremes meet" give a 
hearty reception to our friend from the 
"Ultima Thulo" of civilization. It is 
plain to any one that thorn is :i great 
future beforo the North- West, and we 
trust everything will be done to ad- 
vance tho interests of this portion of 
the Dominion, capable of sustaining a 
population of thirty millions. — "St. 
John's Telegraph."

In response to a Resolution of Sena- 
tor Macdonald (of Victoria B, C.) tho 
following Parliamentary Return was 
mado: — 

Among other projects then spoken 
of was to render tho Assiniboino and 
Quapello Rivers navigable by bringing 
tho south branch of tho Saskatchewan 
into Quapolla Valloy. 

With a viow of studying tho idea, I 
followed tho Assiniboino Eivor 140 
miles up from Fort Garry; but I am 
convincod that tho works bo perform- 
ed on this portion alone would bo by 
far too expensive 

It was also suggested to use Lake 
Winnipeg and tho River Saskatche- 
wan, but tho Grand Rapids, which in- 
terrupt their communication, would 
need a very expensive canal, built al- 
together through tho rock, which 
would seom to me a great objection, 
on account of its heavy cost, and would 
moreover open a navigation of 200 
miles upon Lako Winnipeg, whoso 
surroundings are almost sterile, and 
altogether unfit for colonization and 
commerce. 

I tnko tho liberty to submit to you 
a project of navigation, cf which I 
havo made a special study, and which 
seems to mo proforablo and less ox- 
pensive than the two others above 
mentioned. 

A moro advantageous route would be 
oponed by using tho following rivers: 
Assiniboino, Long Lake, Lake Manito- 
ba, Lake Winnepegosis and the Sas- 
katchewan, and I am convinced that 
tho sale of lands alone would exceed 
the cost of canal works, which would 
consist: — 

1st. To improve tho River Assini- 
boino, which must bo used jjfor forty 
milos, the approximate cost would uot 
exceed $20,000. 

2nd. A canal should bo construct- 
ed to connoct tho River Assiniboino 
with Long Lake. Thero being only 
57-100 foot of difference in the level, 
tho cut to be made through clay would 
not be considerable. 

3rd. Tho navigation of Long Lake 
is 8k miles, giving an average depth 
of from five to fifteen foot, Tho Long 
Creek, 2\ milos long and about forty 
feet wide, should be deoponed a few 
feet. 

At this point, I havo two routes to 
suggest: — A and B. 

"A" needs only an easy cut of 5i 
miles through tho plain, this cut (as 
indicated on tho map,) leads to a gully 
which would only require somo few- 
feet deepening, and then reaches a 
deep creek which leads to Lake Mani- 
toba. 

"B" commences by a cut of 3h miles 
n length (similar to that of "A"), and 
eads to a gully of sk miles, which 
would need deepening. Between this 
gully and Portage Creek, ono and a 
half a mile only remains to bo cut be- 
fore reaching Lake Manitoba. 

4th. Manitoba Lako offers an easy 
navigable for 120 miles, and would 
each Lake Winnipegosia by a cut in 
the plain of two miles. 

5th. Lako Winnipegosia, which is 
navigable for one hundred miles, would 
oin Cedar Lako by a cut of 3A miles in 
the plain. 

From Cedar Lako wo run up the 
Sasketchowan, where navigation is so 
idvantageous, that tho Hudson's Bay 
Company is now constructing two 
splendid steamers to run us far as the 
Rocky Mountains, fort.ho purpose of 
supplying their forts. It remains for 
me, Sir, to state, that the approximate 
difference of level between Cedar and 
Winnipeg Lakes is about sixty feet, 
and that between tho latter and Long 
Lake forty feet, on a length of nearly 
seventy miles. 

It is easy to ascertain that those cuts 
through the plain would cost very lit- 
tle, and would require but twenty feet 
of dam works. 

I further humbly submit that the re- 
gular survoy, together with the maps 
and estimates, in connection with this 
great work, can bo completed and sub- 
mitted to you within two mouths and 
a half from tho present date; and, be- 
fore closing, I earnestly recommend 
this exploration to your favorable con- 
sideration.
